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Motorists hit 
by the great 
price divide 
at county’s 
fuel pumps

THE HUGE price divide over what we 
pay at the pumps for our fuel is exposed 
today - with some motorists facing a 
difference of 15p in the cost of a litre of 
unleaded petrol within the same town. 

And that means the difference be¬ 
tween the cost of filling up an average 
tank is close to £10. 

So each week cash-strapped motor¬ 
ists are being forced to pay an extra £40 
a month if they fail to shop around - or 
almost £500 a year. 

But a major review could spark a 
huge shake-up in petrol prices, putting 
many independent pump stations at 
risk of being forced out of the market, as 
supermarkets are instructed to be more 
uniform in their pricing. 

Maidstone sees the biggest discrep¬ 
ancy, with a 15p difference in a litre 


of unleaded petrol and lip difference 
for diesel between some petrol stations, 
according to a fuel price-check at web¬ 
site PetrolPrices.com. 

It’s a similar picture down the road in 
Gillingham, with the difference in un¬ 
leaded as much as 9p and diesel 12p. 

But work is in motion to put a stop 
to this price divide, thanks to pressure 
from campaigners, including the Kent- 
based Fair Fuel UK group, which has 
prompted a review into petrol costs by 
the Office of Fair Trading (OFT). 

Findings are due to be released later 
this month and could prompt a full in¬ 
vestigation, resulting in fairer and more 
transparent pricing across the UK. 

There are particular concerns about 
some supermarket chains pricing their 
fuel differently in different towns. 

Fair Fuel UK campaigner Peter Car- 
roll called the pricing debacle “smoke

and mirrors”. In his home town of Folkestone, as well 
as in nearby Dover, motorists face paying some of the 
highest prices in Kent due to petrol providers taking 
advantage of tourists travelling through to the port and 
Channel Tunnel. 

The lowest prices for fuel in these east Kent towns 
are higher than the most expensive petrol in other 
parts of the county. 

Motorists are hit with costs of as much as 136p per 
litre for unleaded and 144p for diesel - up to £10 per 
tank more than buying petrol in other towns in Kent. 

Mr Carroll said the petrol market was hard to under¬ 
stand. 

He said: “There are independent petrol stations that 
buy off a distributor - it’s up to the owner to decide 
how much they sell petrol for. 

“Where it gets trickier is the multiple supermarket 
petrol stations, which have huge buying power. If a 
big supermarket chain turns up where there is anoth¬ 
er one, then the companies start vying for the market 
share by changing prices. 

“It means people will see petrol at a different price at 
the same supermarket down the road or in the next 
town. There’s huge concern about that. 

“Another thing that confuses people is when two 
petrol stations with Shell or BP written on them sell 
petrol at different prices - this is because they’re fran¬ 
chises and they can set their own prices. 

“The market is difficult to understand - I call it 
smoke and mirrors.” 

Rural communities across the county also fare bad¬ 
ly, as filling stations in remote areas charge higher 
prices, knowing there are few or no other places to fill 
up for miles around. 

For others, however, things are not quite so bad. 

People living in Dartford, Gravesend and Canter¬ 
bury see considerably lower pump costs, particularly 
for diesel, which in some cases is almost lOp lower 
than in the highest-priced towns. 

If findings from the OFT prompt a full investigation, 
drivers could see pricing become more transparent. 

OFT’s Claire Hart said one of the issues looked at in 
the review was whether reductions in the price of 
crude oil were being reflected in pump prices. 

She said they also examined whether supermarkets 
were making it more difficult for independent retailers 
to compete and whether there was a lack of competi¬ 
tion between petrol stations in remote areas. 

“We are keenly aware of continuing widespread 
concern about the pump price of petrol and diesel and 
we have heard a number of different claims about how 
the market is operating,” she said. 

“The review will help us determine whether claims 
about competition problems are well founded and 
whether any further action is warranted.” 

Mr Carroll says that if the OFT finds there is unfair 


competition it is likely this will result in certain condi¬ 
tions being applied. This could, however, spell the 
demise for some independent retailers. 

“Some big supermarkets will have to stop having 
different prices,” he said. “Smaller independent stat¬ 
ions may be affected by this, though. It could even end 
up bankrupting some of them.” 


He added: “The big thing is the public will start to 
wise up to what is going on.” 

Petrol prices rose by 3 8 per cent between June 2007 
and June 2012, and diesel prices by 43 per cent. 

Fair Fuel UK helped stop the Government’s planned 
3p petrol price hike due this month.

** Drink-drive Tory banned 

A CONSERVATIVE councillor has been banned 
from getting behind the wheel for 20 months 
after admitting drink-driving. 

Neil Baker, 30, of Whistable, had been cabinet 
member for tourism on Canterbury City Council 
and chairman of the Canterbury Conservatives, 
when he crashed his car in Blean last month. He 
was subsequently suspended from his post by 
Tory leader John Gilbey. 

When breath-tested, he was more than 
double the legal limit. Magistrates also fined him 
£200 and ordered him to pay £85 costs. 

**ls snow on its way? 

WEATHER experts are warning snow could be 
set to sweep into Kent this weekend, as 2013 
experiences its first real cold snap. 

The Met Office says temperatures are set to 
fall, but says it is hard to predict exactly which 
areas of the UK will see snow. 

Paul Gundersen, Met Office chief forecaster, 
said: "We can expect sleet and snow showers to 
affect eastern areas at times. No one should be 
surprised to see sleet or snow over the weekend 
and next week."

As Tappin starts jail term, his family 
calls for change in extradition laws 


FAMILY and friends of retired businessman 
Christopher Tappin, who was sentenced to 33 
months in prison after admitting selling weapon 
parts to Iran, are vowing to stop "unwarranted" 
extradition being imposed on others. 

The pledge came as the former Kent Golf 
Union president was sentenced 
in a Texas court after reaching 
a deal with US prosecutors in 
November, which saw him 
change his plea to guilty. 

The 66-year-old, from 
Orpington, had previously faced 
35 years in prison. 

He will now serve 33 months 
and a US judge recommended 
he do so in a UK prison. 

Mr Tappin's wife Elaine said 
she could now "finally see the 
light at the end of this long dark 
tunnel". 

But she said she remained 
"frustrated" that his extradition 
was granted in the first place. 

Despite a long fight against 
it, Mr Tappin was extradited in 
February 2011, and incarcerated in a US jail with 
authorities claiming he was a "flight risk". 

"Having seen first-hand how the Extradition 
Act works in practice, I'm dismayed by the 
damage inflicted on defendants and those close 
to them," said Mrs Tappin. 

“The cost is too often either unnecessary, 
disproportionate, or both. We cannot change 
what has happened to Chris, nor to those who 


have gone before him, but we can take steps 
to stop unwarranted extradition being imposed 
on others. 

"I shall continue to do what I can to encourage 
Parliament to change the law in favour of 
domestic prosecution over extradition, whenever 
reasonable." 

Mr Tappin's friend, and 
leader of political party Ukip, 
Nigel Farage, from Westerham, 
has also called for the US-UK 
extradition treaty to be 
amended. 

Speaking to KoS after Mr 
Tappin’s plea change, he said: 
"The home secretary has said 
she will introduce a forum bar." 

This means that British 
courts will be able to bar 
prosecution overseas, if they 
believe it is in the interests of 
justice to do so. 

"It's too late for Chris, but I 
will keep pushing for this to be 
introduced," said Mr Farage. 

He also condemned the 
"abhorrent" US plea bargaining tool. 

The controversial system sees defendants 
faced with two choices; either they plead guilty - 
even if innocent - and receive a lighter sentence, 
or they plead not guilty and face a life sentence 
or huge legal bills fighting the case. 

“Chris is a proud person and he feels angry 
that he was forced into this predicament," Mr 
Farage added.

It’s time to make a stand against the 
Government’s ‘lack of commitment’

OUTSPOKEN County Hall lead¬ 
er Paul Carter has demanded 
the Government cut foreign aid 
and EU budgets, and divert 
funds to elderly people to stop 
them having to sell their homes 
to pay for care. 

The senior Tory criticised the 
“lack of commitment” shown 
by the Coalition, which has 
dithered over introducing rec¬ 
ommendations outlined by the 
Dilnot commission to reform 
adult social care funding. 

Under the current system, 
elderly people, including those 
suffering debilitating diseases 
such as Alzheimer’s, are forced 
to sell their homes and use sav¬ 
ings to pay for care costs. 

As a result, many who have 
worked every day of their lives 
and never relied on state bene¬ 
fits are left with nothing. 

Cllr Carter said the current 
funding system was “not up to 
the job” and demanded Prime 
Minister David Cameron and 
his deputy Nick Clegg resolve 
the crisis. 

He has launched a Govern¬ 
ment e-petition with the lead¬ 
ers of Hampshire and Bucking¬ 
hamshire county councils 
calling on Whitehall to intro¬ 
duce recommendations out¬ 
lined by the Dilnot commission. 

The two key proposals are: 

■ A funding cap at £35,000, 
after which the Government 
would pay for care. This means 
an individual would pay for 
their own care - possibly fund¬ 
ed by an insurance policy taken 
out when they are still working 
- and once they have contrib¬ 
uted £3 5,000 would be eligible 
for full state support. 

■ An increase in the means- 
tested support threshold from 
£23,250 to £100,000. Cur¬ 
rently, anyone with assets over

£23,250 has to bear the costs 
of their own care. 

Last year, more than 24,500 
people nationwide had to sell 
their homes to pay care bills. 

Mr Cameron and Mr Clegg 
pledged support to the Dilnot 
report in the mid-term review 
on Monday but have come un¬ 
der fire for the lack of detail in 
how they propose to take the 
reforms forward. 

Recommendations were out¬ 
lined by the Dilnot commission 
18 months ago, but there has 
been little movement since. 

Speaking to KoS, Cllr Carter 
said: “Even after their joint an¬ 
nouncement on Monday, there 
seems to be no commitment. 

“This has to be a priority - 
these reforms must be intro¬ 
duced by 2015. 

“I’m standing up for people 
who have worked hard their 
whole lives, who have never 
had to fall back on state benefits, 
but who, when reaching old 
age or suffering illness, have to 
sell their homes and spend their 
hard-earned money on care.” 

Social care experts warn that 
the problem goes even deeper, 
with ‘cash-poor’ elderly people 
stripped of pension benefits and 
other credits when they sell their 
homes due to their bank balance 
suddenly increasing. 


PAULINE Turner's mother, Annie, 
suffered from Alzheimer's. She went 
into a care home after the 
illness reached the point 
where she needed 
round-the-clock 
support. 

The placement 
cost almost £20,000 
a year and as a self¬ 
funder she had to 
put her house on the 
market to pay costs. 

With debt 

mounting, the family 
accepted a much lower 
price for the house. 

Annie's pension and 
attendance allowance were also 
used towards care home fees, which 
had amounted to more than £100,000 
by the time she passed away. 

Her daughter, Pauline, 68, who 
Lives in CLiftonviLLe, said that when 
the house was sold, her mother's 
pension credits and fuel allowance 


But with this money spent 
on their care, experts say some 
are left with barely anything in 
their pocket each week. 

Cllr Carter said the Govern¬ 
ment needed to prioritise im¬ 
plementing the Dilnot reforms, 
which would cost £1.7bn. 

“The figure is affordable if 
the Government puts a cap on 
contributions to the EU com¬ 
munity budget and foreign 
aid,” he said. “Savings made 
from not increasing these con¬ 
tributions will more than pay 
for making sure we have fair, 
sensible funding for elderly care. 

“I think the delay is because 
they’re trying to reduce budget 
expenditure, but these recom¬ 
mendations should be a priori¬ 
ty. The Government should be 
looking after its own. 

“We’re urging KoS readers 
to sign the petition and get this 
debated in Parliament. We need 
to make sure the Government 
knows how urgent the need for 
this solution has become.”

"I support the Dilnot 
recommendations, although I think 
even with the £35,000 cap people wiLL 
still have to sell their homes. I think 
the cap should be Lower."

The humble beginnings of 
returning superstar Bowie

DAVID Bowie blew out the candles on his 
66th birthday cake this week - and then 
surprised fans by releasing his first new 
music for a decade. 

The digital release of Where Are You 
Now? on Tuesday was an aperitif to a new 
album, The Next Day, in March - his first 
since 2003’s Reality. 

But it also marked the end of several 
years of rather reclusive behaviour from 
one of the most flambouyant and influen¬ 
tial performers of the last 40 years. 

He currently lives a quiet life in New 
York, shunning the limelight, with his wife 
Iman. All of which is a long way from his 
more humble beginnings in Kent where he 
started life as David Jones and played early 
shows across the county. 

His mother, Margaret ‘Peggy’ Burns, 
was born in Southborough, Tunbridge 
Wells, in 1913, and met David’s father, 
Haywood ‘John’ Jones, in the cafe of the 
Ritz cinema in the spa town, where she 
worked as an usherette. They married and 
lived in Brixton where, in 1947, David was 
born. They moved to Bromley in 19 5 3. 

The family would live there until 1965,

with the young David attending Burnt Ash 
Junior school, before he failed his 11-plus 
and went to Bromley Technical College. 

It was here that his musical career and 
love of performance began, with junior 
school providing a chance for him to join 
the choir and music and dance classes. 

As a teenager, he became entranced by 
American stars like Elvis Presley, Fats 
Domino and Little Richard after listening 
to singles of his father’s. 

At the age of 15 he formed his first band. 
The Konrads performed locally, before he 
announced he was leaving school to be¬ 


come a pop star. He then had a short-lived 
career with the King Bees, before he joined 
Maidstone group the Manish Boys, where 
he admitted he dreamed of emulating Dart- 
ford rocker Mick Jagger. 

He lived in the county town for a short 
while, but in an interview with a fansite he 
remembered receiving a beating as he 
walked down the street. He said: “It was 
just this big Herbert. He knocked me down 
on the pavement and when I fell down, he 
proceeded to kick me for no reason that I 
can fathom to this day. I haven’t got many 
good memories of Maidstone.” 

With an increasing desire to make it big, 
he then joined The Lower Third, a Margate 
band which had a regular slot in a Clifton- 
ville hotel, before he moved on to front The 
Buzz and then Riot Squad, ditching his 
surname in the mid-6 Os to replace it with 
Bowie; after the American frontiersman. 
He had feared Davie Jones was too similar 
to Davy Jones of the Monkees. 

By 19 69, he released Space Oddity to co¬ 
incide with the Moon landings, and went 
from performing in Beckenham folk club to 
enjoying his first major commercial hit. 

The rest, as they say, is history. He per¬ 
formed in Kent only once more; in Chatham 
for Ziggy Stardust’s farewell tour of 19 73.

Education chiefs deem old college 
site unsuitable for new free school

PLANS for a free school in the heart of a rural 
village are being consulted on this month amid 
heated rows over where the facility should be 
located. 

A bid for a free school in Wye, near Ashford, 
was drawn up by a local committee in 2011, 
aimed at giving families another non-selective 
secondary school option and reinvigorating the 
educational heritage of the village by locating it 
at the deserted Wye College. 

But while the Department for Education gave 
its backing, its funding arm, the Education Fund¬ 
ing Agency, which also manages school premis¬ 
es, deemed the Edwardian campus unsuitable. 

Instead it outlined plans to use the Kempe 
Centre, the new library on the old campus, as 
well as erecting new buildings. 

United Learning, the education provider 
tasked with running the school, supported this 
plan, sparking furious backlash and causing 
three members of the local free school committee 
to resign. 

Wye with Hinxhill Parish Council member 
John Mansfield was one of those to step down. 

“When you draw up plans for a free school 
you won’t know exactly where it will go,” he 
said. 

“Our bid was for the school to be located at

Wye College, in the old Edwardian buildings and 
laboratories. 

“A feasibility study was carried out showing 
how they could be refurbished and reused and 


careful consideration was taken with the plans.” 

The study showed that using the old buildings 
was likely to work out cheaper than a new-build. 
But the Education Funding Agency omitted to 
include the old college in its plan. 

Cllr Mansfield continued: “The whole idea of 
using the deserted Wye College was to carry on 
the educational heritage of the village.” 

The chairman of the parish council, Tony 
Shoults, said it was “perverse” to decide to build 
a new school when there were “marvellous” 
buildings available and adaptable. 

He said: “The village is anxious that on top of 
a new school in a smallish village, there will now 
be further users for the campus buildings in due 
course as well. 

“A second high-intensity activity would be too 
much for the village to absorb.” 

Following the six-week consultation, Educa¬ 
tion Secretary Micheal Gove is due to sign a 
funding agreement for the school. 

This newspaper contacted the Department 
for Education asking why the old college was not 
included in the plans, but a spokesman said it 
was unable to comment on individual cases. 

Some Wye residents have suggested that 
the Edwardian buildings would be too dissimilar 
to the open-plan learning spaces seen in other 
newly-built schools.

New grammar out 
of the Wildernesse 

A SITE has been selected for the first 
grammar school expansion in 50 years, 
with the hope of providing places for 
students from September 2015. 

Kent County Council - which held the 
historic vote into grammar expansion last 
year following a petition by parents - 
confirmed the old Wildernesse School site 
will be the Location of two new grammar 
school annexes. 

The KCC-owned Land is currently 
Leased to the Knole Academy but due to 
be vacated in 2015. 

The Law forbids the opening of new 
selective schools, but changes made by 
the Government Last year enable a 
grammar to open in Sevenoaks as a 
‘sateLLite’ of existing girls' and boys' 
grammar schools. 

Speculation suggests, however, that so 
far KCC has been unable to strike a deal 
with any grammars to act as the host due 
to fears over potential Legal action taken 
by other schools opposing expansion. 

But KCC was feeling positive this week 
that Sevenoaks, which has no grammar 
provision, will soon have places for 
children who pass the Kent Test. 

Mike Whiting, cabinet member for 
education, said: "I'm sure the people who 
petitioned and other parents will be 
delighted by this news and be patient as 
we work with potential partners to finalise 
our detailed proposals for consultation."

Billions to boost rail links to city, 
but warnings of a sting in the tail

A MULTI-billion pound investment in Kent’s 
railway network - the biggest since the Victorian 
era - is to be rolled out over the next six years. 

But while it will greatly enhance the service 
rail operators can provide in and out of London, 
passengers are being warned they face the pros¬ 
pect of years of disruption to services as part of a 
‘trade-off for the improvements. 

At the heart of the announcement by Network 
Rail, which maintains the infrastructure of the 
nation’s rail network, is a £6 billion investment 
in the Thameslink service, which will include a 
rebuild of London Bridge station - a major inter¬ 
change for Kent commuters. 

But, when the programme rolls out between 
2014 and 2019, there will also be a train length¬ 
ening programme across the Kent surburban 
area by Network Rail, lengthening platforms 
and upgrading systems to power longer trains. 

Rochester station will be moved closer to the 
town centre as part of wider regeneration plans. 
The £2 6m new building will be sited on land 
which forms the Corporation Street car park. 

The move has been welcomed by local MP 
Mark Reckless, and will go before Medway Coun¬ 
cil next week to secure planning permission. 

There will also be targeted work to improve 


reliability on sections of the line between Hast¬ 
ings and Tunbridge Wells; Ashford and Ton- 
bridge; Dartford and London via Sidcup; Ashford 
and Hastings; and Ashford and Ramsgate. 

The move comes in a bid to cater for an expect¬ 
ed 30 per cent rise in the number of passengers 
using Kent’s rail services by 2022. Operator 
Southeastern says numbers have increased by 
7.2 per cent in the last three years alone. 

A spokesman for Southeastern said it wel¬ 


comed Network Rail’s decision. 

He said: “We’re working in an alliance to im¬ 
prove rail services in Kent and south east Lon¬ 
don and this strategic plan builds on the large 
amount of work that has been completed and is 
currently under way. This investment will ena¬ 
ble us to further improve reliability and meet the 
growing demand for our rail services.” 

However, Dave Ward, Network Rail’s route 
managing director for the south east, has warned

that despite the investment - which will deliver 
significant benefits by the end of 2019 - there 
will have to be trade-offs to achieve them. 

He said: “The number of passengers using the 
railway continues to grow year-on-year. As the 
railway gets busier, the number of challenges 
increase and it becomes more complex than ever 
to run a reliable and cost-effective railway. 

“As a result, we have entered an era of trade¬ 
offs. Increasingly we have to balance the need to 
build more infrastructure, run trains on time 
and reduce costs, and in many areas difficult 
choices will need to be made. 

“Billions of pounds are being invested in the 
Thameslink programme, which includes the re¬ 
development of London Bridge station. This will 
transform the railway for passengers across Kent 
but while work is taking place there will be many 
tests for passengers as well as Network Rail and 
the train operators. This is an example of the 
trade-offs that have to be made. 

“As the network becomes increasingly full, par¬ 
ticularly in peak periods, the rail industry must be 
able to make balanced and evidence-based choic¬ 
es between providing increased capacity, improv¬ 
ing punctuality and driving down costs. 

“The end result will be a better railway for 
everyone which will encourage continued eco¬ 
nomic growth across Kent, Sussex and Surrey.”

Tsunami movie trailer left 
me in tears, says shocked 
mother of disaster victim 



THE FILM 



THE Impossible has been critically well received, although 
many point to the short amount of time between the 
horrendous tragedy it depicits, and its arrival on the big 
screen as entertainment. 

Directed by Juan Antonio Bayona, it is based on the 
true story of a Spanish family caught up in the disaster. In 
the movie the family are British - more as a nod towards 
the two core actors, Naomi Watts and Ewan McGregor. 

It opened at theatres on January 1.

A MOTHER who lost her son in 
the Asian tsunami that devas¬ 
tated the region and claimed 
230,000 lives, says TV trailers 
for a major new film on the 
tragedy are “insensitive”. 

Linda Lilley, from Hythe, lost 
her son Jez Stephens as he holi¬ 
dayed in Thailand when the 
wave struck land in 2004. 

And she says her Christmas 
was ruined when, without 
warning, a trailer for the movie 
The Impossible was shown on 
the television. 

It depicts special effects 
showing the enormous wave 
engulfing a holiday resort. 

The film, which stars Ewan 
McGregor and Naomi Watts, 
who was brought up in Shore- 
ham, near Sevenoaks, charts 
one family’s desperate efforts to 


stay alive and be reunited fol¬ 
lowing the disaster. 

She said: “When I saw the 
trailer I was shocked and just 
dissolved into tears. 

“We thought we’d got so far 
through Christmas without too 
much anxiety and that was 
suddenly thrown in to our fac¬ 
es. That was it - Christmas had 
gone.” 

Her 29-year-old son’s body 


was found a week after the 
wave struck the guest house 
where he was staying. He was 
buried at St Stephens’s in 
Lympne, where he grew up. 

Mrs Lilley added: “I was to¬ 
tally unprepared to see that 
wave again.” 

Steve Gill is the co-chairman 
of Tsunami Support UK. He 
told us: “Of course I would like 
to see a warning before show¬ 


ing these trailers as many hun¬ 
dreds of people will be badly af¬ 
fected by these images. 

“The film sets out to shock 
with a scene that large num¬ 
bers of British citizens experi¬ 
enced first hand and more than 
150 of them did not survive. 
Thousands of those bereaved 
deserve the consideration of 
those profiting from the tragic 
events of that Boxing Day.” 


The group did mail out ad¬ 
vice to members that the film 
was hitting theatres and would 
be advertised on television. 

Frank Furedi, professor of so¬ 
ciology at the University of Kent, 
said it was a difficult issue for 
all involved and that issuing 
warnings was nigh-on impos¬ 
sible. He explained: “That would 
mean even things like traffic 
accidents could not be shown 
in films because victims of simi¬ 
lar accidents would be affected. 

“It is impossible to protect a 
television audience from every¬ 
thing. It is impossible to insu¬ 
late individuals from some dis¬ 
tressing experiences.” 

But Mrs Lilley added: “People 
are different, and perhaps some 
can cope with it. I couldn’t and 
I know other members of our 
family can’t either.” 

Filmmaker Universal did not 
have any comment. 


THE DISASTER 


THE 2004 disaster was 
sparked by a massive 
earthquake under the 
seas off the west coast 
of Sumatra in Indonesia. 

It triggered a series of 
tsunamis-huge tidal 
surges-along the 
coasts of land bordering 
the Indian Ocean on 
December 26. Some 
waves reached as high 
as 30 metres. The water 
swept inland, literally 
washing away whole 
communities. The final 
death toll was more than 
230,000 people from 14 
countries. 

The clean-up was 
enormous, with more 
than £8.6bn in humani¬ 
tarian aid donated.

Crucial police budget right for 
the force and taxpayers’ needs 

In the first of a regular monthly column for this newspaper, Kent's first Police 
and Crime Commissioner, Ann Barnes, updates the county on the challenges 
facing the police and the difficult task of establishing budgets for the year ahead... 


A FTER such a big build-up to the 
Christmas festivities my holiday 
has flown by. At least I managed 
to finally get hold of the nut roast 
I was after for my Christmas 
dinner, and delicious it was. 

I’m now back in the office and have hit the 
ground running. 

It’s all go as one of my first big policing deci¬ 
sions for 2013 is to set the police budget for the 
year. This is going to really tough and I’m weigh¬ 
ing up all the options. 

I have to think about the impact of burdening 
taxpayers with an increased council tax bill, 
whether to freeze it, and meet public expecta¬ 
tions of a more visible policing service. So a lot to 
think about and I can’t get it wrong. 

I’m now two-and-a-half months into the job 
and I’ve been out and about touring most of east 
Kent including Margate, Broadstairs, Ashford, 


Dover, Deal, Canterbury and a number of small 
villages. In the next few weeks I will be heading 
to Edenbridge, Medway and Faversham. 

Everywhere I go I hear the same message. 
People want more of a visible police presence on 
their streets, villages and towns, and they really 
value their local police community support offic¬ 
ers. It’s that face-to-face contact you just can’t 
beat. I think the same as the people of Kent do; 
they really do a great job and free up regular 
police officers to get on with the protecting bit.

Warning over security following a 
sharp rise in mobile phone thefts 


MOBILE phone thefts are on the 
rise, with police issuing a warning 
for everyone to take extra precau¬ 
tions to ensure they do not become 
the next victims. 

And of particular concern are 
children aged under 16 who are 
increasingly seeing their high value 
items pinched. 

The total number of incidents of 
phone theft leapt from 2,442 in 
2009 to 3,214 in 2011. 

Chief Inspector Lee Russell, who 
speaks for Kent Police's Stay Safe 
This Winter campaign, said: 
"Ninety-two per cent of adults 
have a mobile phone and 61 per 
cent of seven to 16-year-olds 
own a phone. 

"In the main, a child is not going 


to be robbed of a phone but if they 
are seen carrying it on the street 
and then put it down in a coat 
pocket to go and play a game 
of football someone might steal 
it then. 

"There are things you can do. 

Put a PIN lock on your phone, 
property mark it and record the 
IMEI number of your phone - that 
way we can trace it back to you if 
we find it." 

In the Tonbridge and Mailing 
district, there were four cases this 
week where phones were stolen 
from locked cars. 

Inspector Nick Sparkes said: "It is 
imperative that everyone takes 
every step they can to keep their 
valuables safe."

Did you appear in notorious banned film 
on aftermath of nuclear strike on Kent?

THE hunt is on for the amateur ‘stars’ of 
a documentary-style BBC drama on a nu¬ 
clear attack which was deemed so horri¬ 
fying it was banned for 20 years. 

The War Game was made in 1965 and 
portrayed an apocolyptic scene in the 
county after Russian nuclear attacks see 
a bomb fall on Rochester. 

But Peter Watkins’ movie was deemed 
so graphic the BBC said it was “too hor¬ 
rifying for the medium of broadcasting” 
and shelved it. 

In an era still uneasy after the world 
was taken to the brink of war during the 
Cuban missile crisis, the harsh - and real¬ 
istic - portrayal of the impact of a nuclear 
attack was considered too much. 

However, it was given a limited cinema 
release and won an Academy Award in 
1966 for best documentary feature. But 
it was not shown on the BBC until 1985. 

Now a determined BBC director is try¬ 
ing to track down as many of the 350 ac¬ 
tors who appeared in the gritty movie as 
possible for an upcoming show. What’s 
more, he hopes to track down Mr Wat¬ 
kins - who lives as a recluse in France. 

He hopes to bring them together for 


and police euthanizing the worst cas¬ 
ualties with gunshots to the head. 
Food riots are met with armed resist¬ 
ance and civil war breaks out. 

Dartford-born BBC director Sam 
Supple, 24, said after watching the 
film in Rochester it was surreal to step 
out in to the High Street. 

He said: “I had just seen the area 
devastated by nuclear war on screen 
and it makes you think, what if? 

“Some of the scenes depict riots 
and firing squad executions when 
martial law comes in and order needs 
to be regained. There are explosions 
miles away that still manage to burn 
the eyes of a little boy. 

“As a modern audience we’re used 
to seeing these things in worlds far 
from our own but when you see it on 
screen in a street in Kent and con¬ 
sider that if nuclear war broke out 
this is what could happen it stops 
you in your tracks.” 

The Inside Out episode is expected 
to be screened next month.

SHOT entirety in black and white, The 
War Game (pictured right) is just 50 
minutes Long and was written, directed 
and produced by Peter Watkins for the 
BBC's Wednesday Play series of dramas. 

It sent shockwaves through the BBC 
and government and its withdrawal on 
August 6,1965, coincided with the 20th 
anniversary of the Hiroshima bombings. 

The story focuses on Rochester after 
it is hit by an off-target Russian missile 
aimed at Gatwick. 

There was outrage at the time of its 
original release, with the Manchester 
Evening News saying it was the “most 
sickening in the world today and one 
the public should never see", and the 
Oxford Mail said "shocking... leaves the 
impression of sadness and madness".

Can memorial service to murdered teenage girl 
help solve the agonising 20-year-old mystery?

DID CLAIRE KNOW THE KILLER WHO ENDED HER LIFE IN BRUTAL ALLEYWAY ATTACK? 


A CANDLELIT memorial walk to remember 
murdered schoolgirl Claire Tiltman has been or¬ 
ganised for the 20th anniversary of her death. 

Friends of the youngster will retrace her final 
footsteps on Friday, January 18, and then attend 
a service at the local church. 

They hope it will spark some new information 
and finally find her killer - as well as keep her 
memory alive. 

Claire, who wanted to be a firefighter, was 
stabbed more than 40 times in an alleyway near 
her home in Greenhithe. 

She had managed to stagger towards the end 
of the alley, off the busy A22 6 London Road, but 
tragically died. She was just 16. 

Police say the case remains open, but there are 
dwindling leads to follow two decades later. 

Reverend Kenneth Clark at St Mary’s in Stone 
will conduct the service. 

He also carried out the funeral services of 
Claire’s parents - both of whom died without 
seeing the murderer brought to justice. 

Her father Cliff had fought tirelessly to keep 
the case alive, but died last year. 

Rev Clark said: “At the time, we reflected there 
were more victims than just Claire; it was her 
parents, grandparents and her friends as well. 

“They were left totally devastated. 

“Her friends approached me to mark the 20 
years that have passed. 

“The walk re-enacts her last steps. There will 
be a pause at the place where she died and then 
we will cross the road into the church. 

“Claire was a fun-loving, bubbly teenager with 
her life in front of her - all those dreams and 
that potential were lost. 

“A long time has passed, but it is seems incon¬ 
ceivable there isn’t a key to unlock this mystery. 
It will only take one piece of information and we 
will see a solution.” 

The walk starts at 6pm at Horns Cross outside 
the Bull public house and ends at the memorial 
in Claire’s name where a tribute will be left be¬ 
fore a short service at 7pm. 

Vicki Atkins was the friend Claire 
was on her way to see that fateful 
night. They had been pals since 
playschool. 

She said: “I can’t believe, 20 years 
on, there is still no justice. I just hope 
it brings one more piece of infor¬ 
mation to solve the mystery. ” 

Another close friend Emma Ed¬ 
wards added: “Even though 
it’s been 20 years, it doesn’t 
take the pain away. 

“I knew Claire from 
school. She was a bit of a 
rebel and got in to a bit of 
trouble. But she was, 
more than anything, 
such good fun. 

“We are optimistic 
her killer will be found. ” 

Reflecting on the day of 
the tragedy, Lisa Gribbin, 

Claire’s best friend who 
now lives in Scotland, said: 

“I knew something was 
wrong when her mother ar¬ 
rived at the door. 

“I had not seen any news, 
and this was now the fol¬ 
lowing day. Just seeing her 
face I knew something was 
wrong.”

CLAIRE had turned 16 just four days before 
she Left her home in Woodward Terrace at 
around 6pm on January 18,1993. 

The Dartford Grammar SchooL student was 
heading to meet chum Vicki Atkins. She wouLd 
never arrive. 

It shouLd have been a reLativeLy easy stroLL 
from her home, down an aLLeyway shortcut to 
Vicki's home. But it was here she met her death. 

It was a savage, brutaL assault and she stood 
no chance of survival. 

The killer vanished and her body was found 
by a passer-by some 20 minutes Later. 

Stranger murders are relatively rare, which 
has prompted the question of did she know the 
person who ended her young life? 

Today, it's understood some 12,000 people 
have come forward with possible clues, and 
1,685 statements were written and rigorously 
checked and rechecked. 

Cross-referencing every shred of evidence, 
and closely interviewing several suspects, 
some already in prison for other crimes, 
all turned up nothing. 

Rumours started. Was it the work of a 
notorious serial killer? Scorned boyfriend? 

A homeless nomad? 

ALL were closely investigated, but the 
case rapidly became one of Kent's most 
notorious unsolved crimes. 

Developments in DNA procedures have 
been used to analyse old evidence, but 
still nothing concrete has emerged. 

Detective Chief Inspector Rob Vinson, 
from the Kent and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate, said: "This is one of the 
Largest murder investigations ever for 
Kent Police. It has been repeatedly re¬ 
investigated. 

"The hardest thing we have had to deal 
with is that there were no witnesses at all 
to the event. ALL we have is Claire 
staggering to the end of the alleyway. 

Without witnesses or forensic break¬ 
through it has proved a massively difficult 
case. I just keep coming back to thinking 
somebody locally knows who did it. I am 
relying on changing family allegiances 
that could result in us being told who the 
killer is. 

"The killer of Claire Tiltman shouLd not 

be out there on the streets. They shouLd 
be locked up for what they have done. 

That's why it becomes so personal 
i to all that work on this case."

Parents’ sad demise 

CLAIRE was the only child of Lin and Cliff. 
Her death left a gaping hole in their lives, 
and they never really recovered. 

Lin died, at the age of 56, from cancer in 
2008. Cliff, 62, followed last year. 

They were always open to approach in 
the hope it may just spark a new line of 
information that would lead detectives to 
the door of their daughter’s killer. 

At first the police visits were regular 
and optimistic, but as time passed, they 
became fewer and reports were of even 
less progress being made. 

Cliff once said he understood the detec¬ 
tives were just as frustrated, but he kept 
his faith in the officers, right to the end. 

Regretfully, both Lin and Cliff would 
take their hope to their deathbeds.

New year, same old problems 


Unless housing development decisions consider both the economy 
and environment they are doomed to failure, warns Jamie Weir 


GROWTH is a small word, but 
one which may have big impli¬ 
cations for our countryside. 

When it came to office, the 
Government launched a drive 
for growth and has come up 
with reams of new policies 
aimed at injecting fuel into the 
British economy. However, the 
word which has been sadly 
misused in most of these ideas 
and policies is ‘sustainable’. 

Much of this legislation, such 
as the NPPF (National Plan¬ 
ning Policy Framework) has 
sought to cut away regulation 
and “red tape”. Whilst the idea 
of minimising planning regula¬ 
tions may well provide a short¬ 
term shot in the arm for devel¬ 
opers and builders, there are 
very few people who require 
housing that can afford the 
prices to be charged once these 
homes are built. 

The real shortage is one of af¬ 
fordable homes, or at least af¬ 
fordable finance. What is the 
point in turning swathes of 


countryside into housing de¬ 
velopments when few people 
will be able to afford to live 
there? Helping developers build 
houses in unsustainable loca¬ 
tions is also extremely unlikely 
to result in any long term job 
creation or provide sustainable 
economic development. 

Recently, the Government 
gave shale gas extraction (frack¬ 
ing) the green light, as well as 
sizeable tax breaks. Is this real¬ 
ly going to result in any kind of 
‘sustainable’ growth? This is 
just another fossil fuel that will 
eventually run out. The draw¬ 
back to this ‘dash for gas’ could 
be significant, with problems 
such as the industrialisation of 
our countryside and potential 
for serious pollution, alongside 
many others. 

Surely it would be a better 
idea to foster the growing re¬ 
newables industry and look to 
become world leaders in this 
area, which is not only envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly, but also 


economically sustainable? This 
would support new jobs whilst 
also helping the Government 
come closer to fulfilling its 
‘greenest ever’ pledge. 

While the new year is cele¬ 
brated as a ‘fresh’ start for 
many people across the coun¬ 
try, CPRE Protect Kent is still 
facing many of the same chal¬ 
lenges that it was fighting in 
2012. Many of these are as a 
direct result of the Govern¬ 
ment’s desire for growth with 
little thought of environmental 
sustainability. 

Major infrastructure projects 
such as a new Thames crossing 
are still being pushed forward 
despite the fact it will be hugely 
damaging to the environment, 
and may well be unnecessary 
once high speed tolling is intro¬ 
duced. Other proposals such as 
a Thames Estuary airport are 
still tabled, despite clear evi¬ 
dence very few people think it 
would be a good idea, and even 
the Government cannot be sure

new aviation capacity is even 
necessary in the south east. If it 
is not necessary, then surely 
spending billions of pounds on 
a new airport is both environ¬ 
mentally and economically un¬ 
sustainable? 

Sustainability needs to be¬ 
come a new watchword of our 
politicians. There needs to be a 
clear link between the economy 
and our environment and the 
Government must start to un¬ 
derstand that our countryside 
is not something to be exploit¬ 
ed; it should also be cherished. 

This year could be a fresh 
start for the UK and for Kent, 
but with the Government des¬ 
perately pushing for economic 
growth at any cost, I have the 
depressing feeling that envi¬ 
ronmentalists across the coun¬ 
try will be fighting the same old 
battles for some years to come.

KENT REMEMBERED 



LONGEVITY: Kit's Coty's history stretches back approximately 6,000 years, gathering tales in time 

Ancient stones house 
a fascinating history

TUCKED away to the north of 
the Pilgrims Way, at the foot of 
the North Downs, is one of 
Kent’s most impressive histori¬ 
cal structures. 

Kit’s Coty is the remains of a 
Neolithic long barrow, or pre¬ 
historic monument, used as a 
communal grave from around 
6,000 years ago, and is also 
considered to be the tomb of an 
important tribal chief from a 
later date. 

It forms part of the Medway 
Megaliths, a series of barrows 
which dot an ancient route at 
the foot of the hills to the north 
of Maidstone. 

All are the remains of burial 
mounds which were built to 
house the bodies of the dead in 
prehistoric times. 

Kit’s Coty was famous in the 
17th century as diarist Samuel 
Pepys writes: “Three great 
stones standing upright and a 
great round one lying on them, 
of great bigness, although not 
so big as those on Salisbury 
Plain. But certainly it is a thing 
of great antiquity, and I am 
mightily glad to see it.” 

The tallest stone is 2.4 me¬ 
tres high and the capstone on 
top measures some four by 2.7 
metres. The whole structure 
was once covered by an earth¬ 
en mound 55 metres long, as 
aerial photographs have 
shown. Side ditches were once 
up to 3.8 metres deep. 

In 1885, Kit’s Coty was one 
of the first sites in Britain to be¬ 
come a Scheduled Ancient 
Monument and the iron rail¬ 
ings that surround it were add¬ 
ed a few years later at the sug-

gestion of an Army officer and 
archaeologist named Augustus 
Pitt Rivers. It is now in the care 
of English Heritage. 

The Neolithic age represents 
the first time mankind turned 
to agriculture and settled the 
land, moving away from the 
hunter-gatherer lifestyle. 

It was also the first age in 
which buildings were erected. 

Archaeologist Caroline 
Malone said: “It seems that the 
role of ancestors in Neolithic 
society was much more impor¬ 
tant than in the world of the 
hunter-gatherer. 

“Clans and forebears began 
to have symbolic importance to 
the settled farming communi¬ 
ties of the Neolithic. Dead an¬ 
cestors were celebrated 
through funerals, feasts and 
grave goods, and their carefully 
selected body-parts were 
housed in specially built monu¬ 
ments, often symbolising 
‘houses’ of the dead. 

“The tombs provide the earli¬ 
est and most tangible evidence 
of Neolithic people and their 
customs, and are some of the 
most impressive and aestheti¬ 
cally distinctive constructions 


of prehistoric Britain.” 

Goats and sheep were among 
the animals domesticated to 
provide wool, milk and meat 
during the period. But crea¬ 
tures which roamed wild in 
Kent included bears and wolves 
- so the woodland which cov¬ 
ered large areas of the county 
was a dangerous place. 

The origin of the name Kit’s 
Coty is shrouded in mystery 
and legend. 

Coty itself can be traced back 
to old English as a word for 
house and it also means close 
to a river bank - the Medway is 
a few miles away 

And a story takes the origin 
back to a legendary Dark Age 
warlord. According to some 
historians, Kit is Catigern, son 
of King Vortigern who, togeth¬ 
er with his brother Vortimer, 
fought Saxon warriors Hengist 
and his brother Horsa in the 
Medway Valley around AD455. 

The tale is recorded in the 
Anglo-Saxon Chronicle: “This 
year Hengist and Horsa fought 
Vortigern the king, in the place 
called Aegelesthrep [identified 
as Aylesford], his brother Horsa 
was killed, Hengist and Aesc 
received the kingdom. ” 

Catigern is said to have died 
during the battle and been bur¬ 
ied close to the existing tomb, 
already several thousand years 
old. Hence Kit’s House. 

According to legend, the 
place is haunted and ghostly 
re-enactments of a battle are 
said to take place. 

Another tradition is that at 
full moon a visitor should place 
a personal object on top of the 
stones and walk around the 
base three times, after which the 
object will have disappeared.

Andy Bates 


Who cooked all the pies? 


Television’s Pie Man talks to Joe Bill about cooking, books and feasts on the street 


F ROM market stall to Miami, TV 
chef Andy Bates is one of the new 
kids on the block in the ever¬ 
growing food industry. 

The former pupil at North School, 
Ashford, has taken his passion for 
pies and vision of Victoria sponges to the next 
level with the news of a third series on Sky’s 
dedicated culinary channel, Food Network UK. 

The 3 5-year-old entrepreneur owns five stalls 
in London’s trendy markets as well as having 
his own shows - Street Feasts and American 
Street Feasts. 

He said: “The whole street-food thing started 
in 2008.1 just wanted to quite literally make 
pies, sit on my market stall and listen to the 
cricket. That’s how it all began. 

“Street food has become a very big thing in 
the last two or three years. Moving up to 
London, all I could see was loads of street foods 
from around the world, but I couldn’t see 
anything British, like pies or Scotch eggs or a 
Victoria sponge cake... the old classics.” 

Bates’s journey to the recent success of 
releasing his first cookbook has taken a few 
twists and turns along the way. 

“At 151 first started at the Hooden On The 
Hill pub in Willesborough as a wash-up, and 
then I started cooking there, too. 

“I think pubs are a good way for chefs to start 
out, whether you want to go to London or stay 
more rural. There is so much to do in Kent and 
so many restaurants - there are Michelin stars 
popping up everywhere now.” 

The chef, affectionately known as the Pie 
Man, finished school before heading to 
Canterbury College to study catering, spending 
part of his third year working in a restaurant in 
Normandy, France. 

And despite venturing away from cooking for 
a decade, the passion for food never left him. 

“I ended up working for almost 10 years in 
production for music videos and commercials 
and things, which was fun, but really I just 
found myself hanging around in the catering 
truck, talking to the caterers, so I never let it go.

“In the beginning I started making pies for 
friends’ birthdays and would get texts days later 
saying ‘Mate I am still eating this pie, it’s 
amazing’ and I just thought that there was 
something in there for me to do. 

“I didn’t have much direction at the time and 
just thought it would be a good thing to get 
back into. So I started reading a lot of books, 
old, classic British cookbooks, and watched a lot 
of food programmes on TV and really just 
started taking note of everything I was seeing.” 

The chef has his Eat My Pies stalls at bazaars 
including the White Cross street market in 
Islington as well as Broadway Market and 
Camden Passage, which eventually presented 
the opportunity on Food Network UK. 

“I got spotted because of my stalls, really. A 
friend was working for this company who were 
looking for new chefs and new talent and they 


asked me to try it. At first I didn’t want to be on 
TV, having worked in it before, but friends just 
said to me ‘You have got to do this, you have to 
give this a go - it’s a great opportunity’. 

“So I went for it and it seems to have worked 
out. I did some small fillers to start, just two- or 
three-minute recipes. Through that, they said 
‘This seems good, let’s give him a show’. So I’m 
on a crazy little journey, which I’m very 
grateful for. ” 

Andy, who grew up in Mersham, near 
Ashford, has so far bagged two series of his hit 
show Street Feasts, including a version that saw 
him travel around America discovering new 
flavours and street dishes. 

“I learned so much out there, from ceviche to 
tacos. I really enjoyed America. 

“The Street Feast series is four guys on the 
road just having fun and filming food - that is 


all really good. We have had two series so far 
and I have my first book out through Food 
Network. I’m not trying to change the world - 
just put together some homely, simple recipes.” 

Bates has also appeared on the channel 
alongside Food Network co-star Adam 
Richman, best known for hit show Man V Food. 

“It’s still all at the beginning of it all, I’ve only 
been doing it for two years - I’m 3 5 now and it 
appears to be going well at the minute.” 

And the Pie Man is very modest about his 
achievements in the industry, citing chef Simon 
Hopkinson as a hero: “He just does great British 
classics and really good food. ” 

The show now broadcasts to more than 70 
countries and, with his stalls still to run, Bates is 
keeping his feet on the floor. 

“I want to take it all as it comes and enjoy 
every moment of it. We will be doing another 
series this year, but I’m not sure if it will be 
street food again - we’ve got options. 

“There are things on the horizon, which is 
exciting and for which I’m very grateful and 
need to take advantage of it while it lasts. That’s 
the way to look at it - who knows where it will 
go? As long as I keep meeting lots of great 
people and eating lots of good food, I’ll be happy.” 

And the thought of bringing his popular pies 
and British grub down to Kent has crossed the 
Mersham man’s mind. 

“I’m busy with Food Network and running a 
small business, so I just have to balance it. I 
would love to come down and do some pop-ups 
in Kent. It has the best strawberries and great 
asparagus, so I have a great love of the produce 
there. There is so much to offer.” 

And as for his Pie Man nickname, the chef 
isn’t not too worried about that, either. 

“I’m all right with that - it’s just what came 
along and seems to have stuck.”

Try our simple tips to get your blood pumping

THE new year is the chance to get fit 
and get into shape. And it needn’t be a 
total grind. 

Here are some hints to getting the 
trim body you have always wanted. 

■ Choose activities you like 

A lot of different things count as exer¬ 
cise, including dancing, walking, gar¬ 
dening, yoga or cycling.

BUSINESS has received a boost as 
2013 gets under way with a Govern¬ 
ment announcement that it is to add 
a further £30 million to the pot for 
start-up loans and also expand the 
age range that can apply. 

Now, the scheme has been extended 
to include 18- to 30-year-olds, as op¬ 
posed to those aged from 18-24. 

The boost will lift the total amount 
for the loans to more than £110m 
over the next three years. 

Applicants can get their hands on a 
variety of start-up loans, although the 
Government said the typical deal was 
a low-interest loan that ministers say 
would be “typically in the order of 
£2,500 with a repayment period of up 
to five years”. 

The extra money will be delivered 
in two chunks - £10m in the 2013- 
14 financial year and £20m in 
2014-15. 

Roger House, Federation of Small 
Businesses chairman for Kent and 
Medway, welcomed the news. 

He said: “Finance continues to be 
hard to get for people who want to 
set up a business, so it is good news 
that more funding is now available to 
more people. 


“However, in some cases £2,500 
may not get a business very far, so we 
would call for a more flexible approach 
where a start-up could apply for more 
if needed. We also believe that deliv¬ 


ery of this finance should be through 
the business bank once it is established 
so that all Government finance initia¬ 
tives are housed under one roof.” 

Mentoring and additional support 


are also on offer. In the three months 
the Start-Up Loans service has been 
live, more than £1.5m worth of loans 
have been approved, with more than 
460 businesses benefiting.

Come to Kent, US 
firms are urged in 
marketing drive

KENT is being marketed in the US as the best 
British place for hi-tech businesses to invest. 

A network of Boston-based agents is set to 
promote the county as the ideal destination for 
American companies looking to relocate or es¬ 
tablish a European base of operations. 

The facilities at Discovery Park, Sandwich, 
and Kent Science Park, Sittingbourne, are two of 
the trump cards for Kent County Council and 
Locate in Kent, who want to bring in “hi-tech 
jobs in a world market”. 

The three-year initiative will work alongside 
Government agency UK Trade and Investment. 

UK rivals for inward investment include Liver¬ 
pool and Manchester. 

Both have committed greater funds than the 
£450,000 spread over three years that Kent has 
allocated. However, Mark Dance, KCC cabinet 
member for regeneration and economic develop¬ 
ment, says the facilities in the county are second 
to none. 

“We do not have to build anything - all that is 
needed is in place and it is world-class,” he said. 
“We are looking at the life and bioscience indus¬ 


tries. Those are the jobs we want to attract. The 
US has just avoided one so-called fiscal cliff with 
its tax rises, but the issue hasn’t gone away and 
will re-emerge soon. 

“So we want to look to companies based in the 
US who want a safe place to do business. Kent is 
ideally placed for communications with Europe 
and, being part of the UK, it does not have the 
instability associated with the Eurozone. 

“The Chancellor’s Autumn Statement has 
helped in that respect with its reduction in cor¬ 
poration tax. Also a large number of the compa¬ 
nies we want to appeal to are driven by patents 
- new financial legislation due in April will ben¬ 
efit businesses which rely on such innovations.” 

KCC and Locate in Kent say the development 
of the Discovery Park Enterprise Zone, along 
with the possibility of interest-free loans through 
the Expansion East Kent programme, give the 
county advantages over other areas. 

Dance said it was now that Kent should estab¬ 
lish itself on the world stage as a location for 
science-based excellence. 

“It is the time we stepped up to the plate and 
became recognised as a player,” he said. 

“Otherwise the Government would be perfect¬ 
ly justified in directing any enquiries from com-

Data centre reaffirms its commitment 
to town with head office development 


Homeworkers are 
keeping it casual 

CLOSE to three-quarters of people who 
work from home in Kent admit they 
regularly sit at their laptop in pyjamas 
or leisurewear, a study has revealed. 

The research, commissioned by 
housebuilder Charles Church South 
East, found that six in 10 homeworkers 
have days when they only ever get 
dressed if they are expecting a visitor 
or have to go to a meeting. 

Sales director Dean Markall said: 
"More people than ever are working 
from home nowadays, as we've seen 
in the rise in demand at our 
developments for rooms that can be 
used as a home office." 

The study of 1,000 Britons who work 
from home revealed that 74 per cent 
didn't always get dressed into their 
usual office gear. 

However, researchers also found 
that 71 per cent of people thought they 
were more productive when they 
worked from home than when they 
worked in the office and 64 per cent of 
people also believed they put in more 
hours when working at home, 

Finally, 61 per cent thought they 
were more productive when they wore 
their lounge wear rather than their 
usual work clothes.

Company expansion plans prove 
there really is no place like home 

Manufacturer turns down incentives to Leave Kent and stays loyaL to workforce

AN aerospace manufacturing company that was 
offered financial incentives to leave Kent and re¬ 
locate has pledged its future to the county. 

MRP Ltd, based on the Forstal Estate at 
Aylesford, manufactures plastic and metal com¬ 
ponents and has just expanded into neighbour¬ 
ing premises after a long search for a suitable 
site, helped by economic and development 
agency Locate in Kent. 

Its workforce of 60 will still be based in the 
county, with 30 new jobs planned. 

“We were ready to expand in 2008, but then 
the banks collapsed and the economic world fell 
in, so we thought it wise to wait a while,” said 
managing director Phil Hart. 

“We have been very fortunate in that during the 
recession we have maintained growth of about 
20 per cent, with the occasional small contrac¬ 
tion before going back to 20 per cent growth.” 

The company said its performance resulted in 
a pressing need to find bigger premises heralding 
the start of a long and wide-ranging search. 

“We looked elsewhere in Kent and were even 
offered financial incentives to move to areas 
outside the county with Regional Growth Fund¬ 
ing,” said Hart. 

“However, our main issue was we have a very 
loyal workforce, many of whom had no wish to 
move away. Even moving a few miles up the 
road presented problems as some of the staff 
have no transport and we would have had to 
have looked into alternatives such as providing a 
minibus service to and from work for them.” 

Working with Locate in Kent, with which MEP 
has a long-standing relationship, the answer 
was eventually found right on the company’s 
doorstep, when a neighbouring building became 
available.

“Our new site houses some of our manufac¬ 
turing equipment and stores and means we can 
refurbish our original building,” said Hart. 

“Now we have the extra room, we aim to dou¬ 
ble our turnover and increase our staff from 60 
to 90 over the next three years.” 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said that retaining existing jobs was equal¬ 
ly as important as attracting new posts. 


He said: “MEP is exactly the type of business 
we need to be fighting hard to persuade to stay in 
Kent. The manufacturing sector has suffered 
particularly badly in recent years and yet here 
we have a company showing impressive and 
consistent growth, ” he said. 

“To have retained those 60 jobs for Kent is 
good news - to know that at least 30 more will 
be created is the icing on the cake.”

Farmland values hit record high despite the 
rain - and prices are expected to rise again 


THE average value of the county’s 
farmland rose by almost 3 per 
cent this year to £6,214 per acre. 

In 60 years prices have risen 
almost 11,500 per cent from just 
£54 per acre and are predicted to 
increase by about 5 per cent next 
year. 

A fall in supply of good 
farms for sale together with an 
increased demand from private 
investors are two main factors in 
the increase. 

Andrew Shirley, head of rural 
property research at estate 
agency Knight Frank, said: “The 
market proved resilient in 2012 
and is predicted to gain further 
ground next year. 

“Unsurprisingly, given the 
summer washout that badly 
affected harvest, all of the 
growth in farmland values came 
in the first half of the year. 

“Prices remained virtually flat 
in the second six months. 


“A fall in the supply of good 
farms for sale, coupled with an 
increase in demand, helped to 
keep prices stable and we expect 
values to increase by around 
5 per cent next year. 

“More land may come to the 
market as some highly-geared 
producers with one bad harvest 
in the barn, and another in the 
ground, decide to call it a day. 

“However, there is unlikely to 
be the kind of glut that could pull 
back prices.” 

Mr Shirley added: “An increase 
in availability, particularly of 
good blocks of arable land, could 
actually benefit the market, with 
more stock for potential buyers 
to choose from and bid on.” 

Farming remains one of Kent’s 
most important areas of business 
and plans have been announced 
to put together a representative 
body for the countryside sector. 

Kent Rural pic will be looking 


to promote all aspects of rural 
business, from conditions, 
climate and soil to an expert 
workforce and long experience 
of excellence in produce and 
livestock. 

Among those working on the 
project is Michael Bax, who has 
many years of experience of 
rural businesses. 

“The annual turnover of the 
county’s agricultural and 
horticultural business is around 
£500 million,” he said. 

“If ‘Kent Rural pic’ was a real 
pic, it would be ranked at around 
60th in the FTSE100 Index, 
which is quite impressive.” 

Bax says he is working to 
encourage investment in rural 
business by companies that had 
not traditionally been associated 
with the countryside. 

These include firms working 
in storage, transport, water- 
management and packaging.

Range of further education 
options leave young people 
with a minefield of choices 


WITH university entry 
increasingly competitive it is 
now common for savvy six th 
form students to weigh up the 
benefits of different pro¬ 
grammes of study. 

A-levels continue to be the 
most popular passport to 
higher education but there is 
now a competing choice 
including the International 
Baccalaureate (IB) diploma, 
the Cambridge Pre U and 
BTEC Nationals, said a Leading 
Medway academic. 

While A-level students take 
three or four subjects, IB 
students take six and also have 
to complete a 5,000 word 
essay and a programme of 
community and service work. 

Students at Rochester 
Independent College (RIC) find 
that A-levels remain the most 
consistently reliable route to 


university entry. This is also 
valued as an opportunity to be 
able to focus on students’ 
strengths rather, than being 
compelled to study subjects 
they would rather have 
stopped at GCSE. 

Millie Harris started an IB at 
a Tonbridge grammar but 
switched to RIC for A-levels. 

She said: "Once I'd decided 
I wanted to be a doctor it 
made more sense to concen¬ 
trate on the maths and 
sciences I'd need." 

For university courses such 
as medicine or engineering the 
specialisation of A-levels is 
arguably a better preparation, 
said Alistair Brownlow, the 
college principal. 

He added that a 2012 Ofqual 
report, while praising the 
diploma for the range of skills 
it fosters, concluded that its 


standard level maths was 
below A-level standard and 
that its higher level maths was 
less demanding than A-level 
further maths. 

Whatever the educational 
and cultural benefits of the 
diploma, it is often the case 
that universities require higher 
IB scores than a comparative 
A-level offer for the same 
course and that offers are 
therefore harder to meet. 

Mr Brownlow said the 
standard offer for dentistry 
at Bristol for example is 
AAA at A-level (360 UCAS 
points), while for IB it is 37 
(545 UCAS points). 

For English at Warwick the 
required IB score is 38 (567 
UCAS points) but again AAA at 
A-level.

IT’S just got tougher for VW Golf rivals. The 
German star has long been the family 
hatchback to beat, with its blend of driving 
pleasure, quality, practicality and mainstream/ 
premium image. 

No wonder many rival car-makers admit 
benchmarking their contenders against the 
Vee-dub, only for the ‘champ’ to raise the bar 
again with a new-generation model. 

This time it’s the Golf Mark VII - a revolution 
compared with the evolution from Mark V to VI. 

A sharply-sculpted yet subtle rework of the 
classic Golf profile disguises a root-and-branch 
remaking; VW people use the word ‘forensic’ to 
describe how each component was re-examined 
and redesigned from the ground up - virtually 
nothing of the old car’s structure remains. 

The Mark VII is stronger, longer, wider and 
roomier, with a 30-litre increase in boot space 
to 380 litres, yet the new car is also up to 100 
kilos lighter, safer, more aerodynamic and 23 
per cent more fuel-efficient - the old car was no 
slouch there, either. 

But there’s more to this obsessive 
reconstruction: the Golf uses the VW Audi 
Group’s new MOB approach to car-making, 
which means radical standardisation to deliver 
huge competitive benefits to a family of brands 
also including Skoda and Seat. 

So refined is the MOB system that, 
theoretically, one production line could churn 
out umpteen different models from group 
brands; this might even boggle the mind of mass 
production pioneer Henry Ford. 

This may be of no interest to Golf fans, though, 
who will simply want more of what they know 
and like - and a bit better, thanks - which VW 
has delivered by shortening the production life 
of each successive Golf generation before 
moving to the next. The original 1974-vintage 
Golf ran for nine years; the new car has ousted 
its predecessor after just four. 

Rivals will surely mount their own forensic 
examination of the new car, finding the keen 
handling just a bit sharper - there wasn’t much 
to tweak there without mucking up the tidy 
ride quality - and a cabin with a bit more flair 
and warmth, plus all that extra room. 

They will also note that the range is cheaper 
than before (from £16,285) and comes with 
more kit, particularly generous for mid-range 
SE models (from £18,990) and including an 
array of additional safety systems. 

An all-new engine range gets stop-start as 
standard and, while the 1.6 and 2.0-litre diesels 
are as willing and frugal as ever, I particularly 
liked the innovative 138bhp 1.4-litre 
turbocharged petrol unit. 

Powerful, free-revving and quiet, it’s also 
economical thanks to Active Cylinder 
Technology - driving without a leaden right 
foot encourages two of the four cylinders to shut 
down when cruising. You don’t need forensics 
to work out the benefits there.

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Leaf drops off in cold weather

GOING electric is motoring’s dream of the future, 
but it’s a neurotic’s worst nightmare at present. 

We are talking ‘range anxiety’ - fear that the 
batteries in your electric car will go flat before 
you reach your destination and need at least 
30 minutes’ charging, not to mention the avail¬ 
ability of a special plug-in point to enable the 
journey to continue. 

If you can’t find such a point, then a standard 
13-amp socket needs several hours to get a 
sensible amount of juice back into the batteries. 

It’s no wonder, then, that even keen environ¬ 
mentalists stick with the ‘infernal’ combustion 
engine’s ability to refuel in minutes at a handy 
filling station. 

And, let’s remember, a road-tax-exempt low- 
002 emission and consumption eco-diesel is a 
green beast compared with its equivalent just 10 
years ago. 

There is also a halfway house... the hybrid. 

All of which is a shame because, after a week’s 
use of a Nissan Leaf - Europe’s Car of the Year 
2011-1 can see that electric cars have virtues if 
you look beyond the range and a hefty upfront 
price; the Leaf costs a ridiculous £30,990, 
though the Government then eases your blood 
pressure with a £5,000 grant. 

For a start, forget the glacially-slow milk-float 
image evoked so hilariously in that classic Father 
Ted TV series spoof on the movie Speed. 

The Leaf s accelerator delivers instant pulling 
power and, while the 80kw electric motor is 
equivalent to 108bhp, Nissan says its maximum 
pulling power or torque matches a 2.5-litre V6 
petrol engine of twice the bhp. 

That’s not obvious on paper as the Leafs 0- 
62mph is a modest 11.9 seconds, but it’s the 
rapid take-off in the 0-30mph zone that impress¬ 
es - ideal for the urban cut and thrust that is the 
car’s forte. Unfortunately, over-indulgence here 
or lengthy motorway cruising leaves a battery-

draining hangover, exacerbated in my case by a 
cold snap during the test week. 

As with any battery, low temperatures nobble 
the car’s power residue, so, having got into the 
Leaf one day and checked my range by selecting 
normal ‘Drive’ mode and then boosting that up 
by another 10 or so through slotting into ‘Eco’ 
mode, I drove two miles in -2°C conditions and 
saw six miles lopped off my range. 

It’s a worry and, like a badly shot-up wartime 
pilot, you start switching off non-essentials like 
the radio and fan so as to boost the range and 
nurse your ailing kite back to Blighty. 

But at least the Leaf won’t stress you in other 
ways. Driving electric is like a mood CD of whale 
noises; the roomy full five-seat cabin is tranquil 
and relaxing, with no engine noise and only a 
whisper from the tyres and air passing over the 
Leaf’s slippery bodywork. 


Don’t worry, range anxiety won’t let you nod 
off. It also handles well, presumably because the 
hefty weight of powertrain and batteries is low 
down, comes ‘fully loaded’ with equipment - it 
should do at the price - and costs peanuts to run 
with negligible electricity costs, exemption 
from road tax, plus low maintenance due to few 
moving parts. 

That said, the Leaf is not the most elegant of 
cars and the cabin might be well constructed but 
is pretty dull even if the dashboard lights up like 
a Mars mission spacecraft. 

It lacks the wow factor of the Vauxhall Am- 
pera/Chevrolet Volt hybrid, for instance. 

And while you amble along in your eco Leaf 
trying not to suffer range anxiety, don’t even 
think about what emissions were generated, and 
where, to supply the ‘clean’ power for your last 
recharge.

Eight to debate in car of the year awards

AWARDS ceremonies are big business, with top 
magazines and websites stoking interest by debat¬ 
ing the pros and cons of a year’s latest models. 

But European Car of the Year (Coty) is the 
daddy, founded in 1964 when the legendary 
Rover 2000 took the inaugural laurels. 

Since then, this event involving key motoring 
magazines and journalists across Europe has 
short-listed and then chosen a final first, second 
and third - not always to universal acclaim. 

Fiat has notched an astonishing nine wins, 
which we wouldn’t argue with, though we 
dispute Renault’s six victories when German en¬ 
gineering excellence has so often been ignored. 
Still, at least cars from outside Europe are now 


being recognised for their qualities and innova¬ 
tion, which brings us to 2013’s eight finalists 
and Driving’s comments: 

■ Ford B-Max: an innovative small MPV with 
sliding rear doors but no centre pillar, thereby 
allowing unobstructed access to the cabin. 
This unique quality might be enough to win 
- Ford is the third most successful Coty brand, 
lifting the top prize five times before. 

■ Hyundai i30: no Korean car has won Coty 
and, with rapid advances made by that nat¬ 
ion’s manufacturers, this must change soon 
even if the i30 fails. It’s a great family hatch¬ 
back but a tilt at the market-leading VW Golf 
rather than something innovative. 

■ Mercedes Benz A-Class: a premium hatch¬ 
back that shows M-B being brave, ditching 
the old A-Class mini-MPV format for some¬ 


thing sporty and smart to attack the BMW 1 
Series and Audi A3. It’s also a travesty that, 
having pioneered so much, M-B has won 
Coty just once (S-Class 1974). 

■ Peugeot 208: amazingly, the brilliant 205 was 
pipped to Coty in 1984 by another supermini, 
the Fiat Uno. The classy and well-built 208 
could surpass its illustrious forebear, but... 

■ Renault Clio: if the judges are thinking 
‘supermini’, then the Peugeot faces tough 
opposition from the fourth-generation Clio, a 
model that has already secured wins for 
Renault in 1991 and 2006. 

■ Toyota GT86/Subaru BRZ: this Toyota- 
designed/Subaru-powered coupe is easily 
driver’s car of the year and would be our 
winner, but a retro body and rear-wheel- 
drive make it old school in an era when an 


electric car (Nissan Leaf) and hybrid (Vaux- 
hall Ampera/Chevrolet Volt) have been Coty 
in 2011 and 2012 respectively. 

■ Volkswagen Golf: brilliant, as argued earlier 
in this section, but does generation seven 
push the envelope enough this time? Victory 
would be recompense, though, for VW’s 
unfairly low tally of two previous wins. 

■ Volvo V40: Volvo has never won Coty, sur¬ 
prisingly considering the Swedish marque’s 
work on safety, economy and emissions, but 
the V40 deserves to right this wrong. It’s a 
stylish, economical and practical premium 
hatchback alternative to German rivals. 

Our tip for the final three: Toyota GT86/ 

Subaru BRZ, Volvo V40 and Ford B-Max. 

The final verdict is on Monday, March 4, coin¬ 
ciding with the Geneva Motor Show.

Barry Hawkins enjoy his 

SNOOKER’S Barry Hawkins can count himself in 
good company when it comes to his mentor’s fel¬ 
low pupils and their respective trophy cabinets. 

Former world champions Stephen Hendry, 
Ronnie O’Sullivan and Mark Williams have all 
been given guidance by Welsh legend Terry Grif¬ 
fiths, who Hawkins credits with playing a big part 
in the most successful year of his career to date. 

The Ditton ace is now hoping for a successful 
2013, starting on Tuesday in his Betfairs Mas¬ 
ters first round tie against one of the sport’s 
brightest talents, current world number two, 
Judd Trump. Hawkins will be looking to build on 
winning his first ranking trophy last year, the 
Australia Goldfields Open. 

Griffiths, who’s been overseeing the develop¬ 
ment of Hawkins’ mental approach to the game, 
became a household name after winning the 
world championship in 1979, while also claim¬ 
ing the Masters the following year . 

He was one of the biggest names of a golden 
generation in the sport during its eighties hey¬ 
day, alongside the likes of Steve Davis, Cliff Thor- 
burn and the late Alex ‘Hurricane’ Higgins. 

He’s spent the last 12 years successfully coach¬ 
ing some of the world’s top players and last year 
turned his attention to Hawkins who was 
desperate to become more of a threat at tourna¬ 
ments having failed to win one of note in his 
16-year professional career. 

“I have been working with Terry for the last 
year to try to improve the mental side of my 
game, as well as a couple of technical things,” 
the 33-year-old said. 

“He joined the management company I’m 
with and a couple of months later I phoned him. 

I had nothing to lose. We get on really well. 

“I was always beating myself up, which is hard

not to do when things aren’t always going well. 
It’s good having someone around who under¬ 
stands.

“I was doing alright for a certain amount of 
time, but I wanted to push on and threaten to 
win tournaments and get up the rankings. I

knew it was something I needed to work on.” 

Despite possibly suffering a lack of mental 
strength throughout his career he insists he’s 
not the shy and retiring type. 

He said: “Growing up in a snooker club at the 
age of 12, and especially in London, that’s not the 
case. You can’t really be shy in that environment. 

“Maybe it’s a bit of self-confidence with my 
game. I’m thinking ‘am I good enough?’, and 
watching other players thinking ‘they are better 
than me’. 

“Watching people on TV when I was younger 
and then playing against them was quite intimi¬ 
dating earlier in my career. But you have to put 
that out of your mind. 

“I’ve had quite a lot of experience, I don’t re¬ 
ally fear anyone now.” 

Having relaxed with his family over Christmas 
he started three weeks of intense training after 
New Year’s Day to get in shape for his tie against 
former UK champion Judd who he faced three 
times last year, winning twice. 

Judd rose to world number one at the age of 2 3 
in November last year, but dropped back to 
number two following Mark Selby’s victory over 
Graeme Dott at the Munich Open this week. 

Despite that, the Bristolian is tipped for big 
things, and is already a popular figure for his 
quick style of play and enthusiasm to drag 
snooker back into the mainstream. 

However, Hawkins, ranked 17th in the world, 
is not phased by his opponent’s status. 

“I’m looking forward to going to Alexandra 
Palace (in London), it looks like a good atmos¬ 
phere,” he said. 

“I went there and watched the darts, but it will 
be a different atmosphere this time around. 

“You get chances whoever you play against.

Ba, Beardsley and Bullard - the case of Gills’ nearly men 


THE phrase ‘if only’ couldn’t be more prevalent 
when it comes to the ones that got away, as Gill¬ 
ingham would find out when Premiership ace 
and new Chelsea star Demba Ba found fame. 

It was revealed last week that the 
Gills were one of a number of clubs to 
have passed up the chance to sign the 
Senegalese striker when he was 
on trial in 2005, albeit playing as a 
midfielder back then. 

But he’s not the only one to have 
escape the clutches of the club with 
others including a certain ex Liverpool 
and England international Peter 
Beardsley who came to Medway with 
Steve Bruce in the late 1970s, only to 
be rejected while Bruce signed on. 

Gills legend Nicky Southall revealed Jimmy 
Bullard was the one that got away in his time at 
the club, as he nearly signed during Peter Tay¬ 
lor’s reign. Bullard started out at Corinthian, be¬ 


fore joining Gravesend & Northfleet (Ebbsfleet 
United), and later propelled Wigan Athletic to 
the Premier League. 

“Jimmy was the one I remember,” he said. 

“That was a massive mistake. You 
get loads of trialists coming in, espe¬ 
cially in pre-season. 

“You see them one day, and then 
probably not the next, and you might 
only know them by their first name. 

“You can easily miss them. Every 
club could say the same.” 

Former captain Chris Hope, pic¬ 
tured left, also remembers Ipswich 
Town’s new loan signing striker 
Aaron McLean at training. 

“I remember Mama Sidibe would turn up with 
a different African footballer every week,” he 
said. “I’m sure we had Aaron Mclean there for a 
bit as well. Every week we would have different 
trialists. It was a conveyor belt really.”

BARRY Hawkins first caught the national 
attention when he knocked out Ronnie 
O'Sullivan at the 2002 Scottish Open.

Before 2012, he'd reached semi-finals 
in ranking tournaments at the Welsh Open 
in 2005, 2006, the Grand Prix in 2005, and 
the China Open in 2007.

Future stars set for a taste of Olympic action 
on world stage at Australian youth festival 


KENT’S most promising Olympic 
hopefuls will be testing their talents 
on the world stage this week in the 
Youth Olympic Festival in Australia.
